T rages and Riots in the County of Kent, by coming with Arms, and with 
5 Open Uiolence Breaking into and Robbing the Parks of ſeveral Gentlemen 
— in the ſaid County, and particularly that on the Eightenth day of Auguſt 
laſt, ſeveral Hozſemen, to the Number of Fourty oz moze, Armed with 
Guns, words and other Weapons, as alſo with Toyls and Dogs, did in 
ea Riotous and Uiolent Manner in the Night time, Enter into the Park of 
Sir John Banks Baronet, at Aylesford near Maidſtone in the ſaid County of Kent, 
and there killed and carried away ſeveral Deer, bꝛoke up and thzew down 
great part of the Park Pales, and committed divers other Acts of Uio- 
3 lence, to the great Diſturbance of the Publick Peace, and contrary to the 
known Laws of this Kingdom: We therefoze being deſirous that ſuch Ok⸗ 
fenders ſhould be diſcovered and bzought to condign Puniſhment foz their Offences, have, with the 
Advice of His Majeſties molt Honourable Pꝛivy Council, thought fit to 3 this Pꝛocla mation, 
hereby Commanding all His Majeſties Loving Subjects to Diſcover, ke and Apf wr 
Perſons concerned in the. afozeſaid Riot and Robbery of Sir Joha Banks his Park Where ever they 
02 any of them may be found, and to carry them befoze One of His Majeſties Pzincipal Secre- 
taries of State, oz befoze the Chief Juſtice of the Court of Kings Bench, o2 befoze ſome Ju- 
ſtice of the Peace oz Chief Magiſtrate ; which Juſtice of the Peace oz Chief Magiſtrate , in 
caſe any of the ſaid Offenders ſhall be bzought befoze him, is hereby Required to Commit him 
to the next Goal , there to Remain until they ſhall give Sufficient Bail to Appear the nert 
Term in the Court of Kings Bench, and thereof give Notice to One of the Principal Secretaries of 
State, oꝛ to the Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench. And We do herebyPubliſhaud Declare, That who- 
ſoever ſhall Conceal any of the ſaid Perſons, ſhall be Pꝛoceded againſt with the utmoſt Severity accoꝛding 
to Law. And whoſoever ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛehend the ſaid Perſons, oꝛ any of them, at any time 
within the ſpace of Two Months next enſuing, and bzing them befoze any of His Majeſties Pzincipal 
Decretaries of State, oz befoze the Chief Juſtice of the Court of Kings Bench, o2 befoze ſome Juſtice 
of Peace, oz Chief Magiſtrate, ſhall receive, as a Reward, One hundꝛed Pounds; Which laid Sum 
of One hundzed Pounds the Lozds Commiſſioners of His Majeſtics Treaſury are hereby directed to 
| Pay, And We do hereby further Þzomiſe, That if any Perſon concerned in the ſaid Riot ſhall at any 
time within Two Months next Enſuing, and befoze he is Diſcovered and Appzehended, Diſcover and 
Appꝛehend any the Perfors concerned in the ſaid Riot, and Robbery, and Carry them 'befoze One of 
His Majeſties Pzincipal Secretaries of State, oz befoze the Chief Juſtice ok the Court of Kings Bench, 
02 befoze ſuch Juſtice of Peace, oꝛ Chief Magiſtrate, as afozeſaid, ſuch Perſon ſhall not only have and 
receive the {aid Reward of One hundzed Pounds, but ſhall alſo have His Majeſties Gzacious Pardon 
don ſuch his Offence.
